Spaniards Want to Fight. 
Passionate patriotism and a bankrupt 
Treasury are two great facts which stand 
out clear and distinct in Mhdrid at this mo- 
ment. Public sentiment is rising fast and 
anybody who thinks that the Spaniards do 
not want to fight has only to come here now. 
to be undeceived. It is only her absolute 
inability to raise more money from her de- 
jected and despairing foreign creditors that 
prevents Spain from taking an aggressive 
attitude and forcing war on the United 
States as the best way out of the hopeless 
struggle to retain Cuba. The slightest sug- 
gestion from newspapers inviting people to 
aid the government in war preparations is 
eagerly supported, and there is no protest 
from the stock gamblers or tories as in New 
York. 
From Barcelona, Burgos, and other towns 
the government has received private offers 
of volunteer battalions for garrison service 
in order that the regular troops stationed 
there may be transferred for service against 
the United States. If necessary the or- 
ganhizers of these battalions declare no man 
will be enrolled unless he has a profession 
and is known for good conduct. The fact 
is that with the Carlists armed to the teeth 
and signs of revolution everywhere half 
suppressed, the government looks with sus- 
picion on all private attempts to organize 
volunteer soldiery. A volunteer force might 
be an embarrassing thing in Spain unless 
its loyalty to the reigning dynasty was as- 
sured beyond doubt. 

Workingmen Give Their Wages. 


The idea of every Spaniard giving to the 
war fund a sum of money equa! to his earn- 
ings for one day is in high favor. Such a 
suggestion in New York would be met by 
an indignant outcry from stock speculators 
and trusts, but here it stirs the deepest 
sentiment of the people. The original plan 
was that this should be done on May 2, the 
anniversary of the rising of Madrid against 
French domination in 1808, but the people 
are too impatient to wait until then and 
many have already written offering their 
money. Committees for promoting this sub- 
scription have been formed in several places, 
and at a meeting held in Toledo a large body 
of workingmen offered to contribute one 
day’s earnings. A committee has been or- 
ganized to recgive subscriptions for making 
a present to the government of a warship, 
to be called “The Second of May.” The 
directors of this fund are Emilio Castelar, 
Marshal Lopez Dominguez, the Marquis 
Gomillar, chief owner of the Spanish Trans- 
atlantic company, the Bishop of Sion, Chap- 
lain General to the Queen and army, and 
Presidents of several corporations. The first 
subscription received was from Don Luis 
Delgado, a Spaniaré residing in Birming- 
bam. On Thursday a special performance 
will be given. at the Royal Opera-House in 
aid of the national fund for strengthening 
the navy.

Hopkins of Illinois Presides. 

The meeting was held at 5 o'clock, im- 
mediately after the adjournment of the 
House. It was called to order by Billy 
Lorimer, who nominated Representative 
Hopkins of Aurora as chairman. Mr. Joy of 
Missouri was chosen secretary. In taking 
his seat Mr. Hopkins explained the object of 
the meeting by seying that it was necessary, 
apparently, to organize, not to oppose the 
President, but for the purpose of formulat- 
ing a plan of action in regard to the Cuban 
question in case the President did not act, 
as now seemed likely. 

He indicated his disappointment that the 
President’s message carried no outline of 
definite responsive policy toward Spain, and 
that he did not believe further delay should 
be brooked. He, however, thought the ad- 
ministration might have another day or two 
within which to act, and, failing to do so, 
that Congress should take the matter into ita 
own hands independently and at once. He 
favored action looking to Cuban independ- 
ence, but made no specific suggestions as to 
the method of ita accomplishment. 

Representative Tawney of Minnesota, an- 
other member of the Ways and Means com- 
mittee, said this country should not stop 
short of securing the absolute independence 
ot Cuba. He referred to efforts to have the 
matter brought directly before the House, 
and sald he wished to secure a resolution for 
the prompt consideration of the question on 
the floor.

It must be admitted that there is a spirit 
of optimism at the White House tonight, 
and that the President and his advisers be- 
lieve Spain is backing down.

The administration itself has made the 
suggestion of something like” independ- 
ence and has also proposed the armistice 
between the Cubans and the Spaniards. It 
is easy to see there can be no armistice if 
Spain is to give up Cuba absolutely. 

As nearly as can be learned from the at- 
mosphere there, the White House is rather 
inclined to defy the Capitol. 

The President has been in receipt of a 
number of lengthy telegrams from wealthy 
men in Minneapolis, Chicago, St. Louis, 
New York, and Boston assuring him that

, Meanwhile there is a raging torrent of 
indignation pouring from the Capitol. There 
is but little froth and no wild expression of 
yesentment against the President, but a 
deep, grim, ominous determination to do 
something at all hazards. The outburst yes- 
terday, far from cooling down, has increased 
in intensity, and the members of the House 
have stopped talking and commenced to 
work, 

There were half a dozen caucuses of State 
delegations today, and these culminated in 
a significent conference after the adjourn- 
ment of the House, when there were fifty- 
two Republican members who organized for 
the express purpose of taking control of 
affairs and precipitating action in defiance 
of the Speaker. 


To Force Reed to Retreat. 


The opinion was expressed that at the 
meeting to be held tomorrow there will be 
fully 100 Republican members present. The 
intention is to secure a following which will 
control the regular Republican caucus, and 
thus force Speaker Reed to retreat or put 
himself in opposition to the expressed will 
of his party. There are more than enough 
Republicans with the Democrats to control 
the House, but the men who have the move- 
ment in hand are anxious to show the coun- 
try that a majority of the Republicans favor 
immediate action, so that the Democrats

Several of the State delegations have ar- 


ranged to send committees to see the Presi-

The Senate Committee on Foreign Rela- 
tions will hold a regular meeting tomorrow, 
and quite a respectable minority of its mem- 
bers believe that a resolution providing a dec- 
laration of war or for armed intervention will 
be the result. A close canvass of the com- 
mittee renders it somewhat unlikely that 
such prompt action will be taken, 

Senator Allison was called to the White 
House tonight, and messages have been 
sent to other prominent Senators asking 
them: to call in the morning. The purpose 
of this move is believed to be to have the 
President assure them that the negotiations 
with Spain have approached a stage where 
ne expects to have a definite result to report 
to Congress in a few days.” How far these 
assurances will go remains to be seen. The 
Senate committee is radical, but it will prob- 
ably be willing to wait “a day or two” in 
response to the renewed assurances of the 
President that a real crisis is approaching. 
Congress, however, is in no mood to delay.

Spanish Officers in the Conspiracy 
to Destroy.

In the abstracts sent out last night the 
most significant portions relating to a plot 
to blow up the Maine were omitted.

The interpreter—aAt about half-past 7 on 
the morning of the 15th he was crossing 
from Havana to Reglas. He was sitting on 
a front seat in the bow of the vessel—the 
ferryboat. There were about four feet dis- 
tant three officers, two of the army and one 
of the navy of Spain, and, besides, a citizen, 
a stout man about 80 years of age. They 
were convérsing about the Maine. He said 
one of the army officers said in the Circulio 
Militario (the military club here on the 
Prado): That is nearly arranged.“ The 
citizen inquired: “ Will not making explo- 
sions in the bay run great risk to the City 
of Havana?“ The citizen inquired that from 
the Spanish officer who had made the frst 
remark.

On the floor, in the cloak rooms, in the 
Jobbies, and in the corridors there was little 
else discussed than the Cuban situation and 
the Maine disaster. Every Senator and 
member was furnished with a copy of the 
testimony sent to Congress yesterday, and 
every person who could procure a copy read 
the printed pages. Every group of Senators 
in the cloak room talked of Cuba. Constant 
and continual conferences were held, and 
all recognized the seriousness of the situa- 

on. 

oo the House side it was apparent that the 
Republican majority could no longer be con- 
trolled by what is known as the conservative 
element, led by the Speaker. Groups of 
members in a state of excitement were to 
be seen on every hand. In each cloakroom 
there were members listening eagerly while 
‘portions of the Maine testimony were read. 
Members of the Committee on Foreign Af- 
fairs grouped together and discussed plans 
and possible future proceedings. It was 
generally acknowledged that a serious con- 
dition had arisen; that a crisis was at hand. 
It was the opinion of some of the conserwa- 
tive members that in a day or two the feel- 
ing would subside and members would not 
be so agitated. 

Much depneds upon the next few days. 
That Congress will not remain long inactive 
if some decided action is not taken by the ad- 
ministration is certain. It is also true that 
the talk of an armistice caused a great deal 
of ill-feeling. The House today proceeded 

to do business without outbreak or without 

dramatic incident, but no such quiet can 
be promised tomorrow when the naval bill 
is being considered. 

The day closed with a prospect that the 
committees to whom was referred the Maine 
correspondence will act soon, possibly be- 
fore the end of the week. 

McKinley Remains Unmoved. 

The Cabinet meeting today developed 
gnothing new. The President remains stead- 
fast in his convictions as to what is his duty, 
and adverse criticism, which, it is asserted, 
Js mainly due to misinformation as to the 
situation or ignorance of the President’s 
purposes, will not be permitted to swerve 
him in the least degree from the course 
he has planned. As already stated in the 
Associated Press, the President some days 
ago made a peremptory demand upon Spain 
to put an end immediately to hostilities in 
Cuba, to release the concentrados, and to 
permit them to retyrn to their homes and 
resume their several occupations unmo- 
jested. This statement is made by unques- 
tionable authority, and since that demand 
was communicated to Spain the President 
has not taken a step backward or allowed 
himself to be persuaded into modifying it 

the least particular. Spain's final reply 

this demand, it is known, is now receiv- 
ing the earnest consideration of the Spanish 
authorities at Madrid, and their final reply 
may be reasonably expected within the next 
few days. 

Should these demands be rejected there 
is the highest authority for stating that the 
President would not hesitate a moment as 
to his future course, but would immediately 
lay the whole record before Congress and 
be guided by its instruction. 

Indemnity to Spain. 

As a preliminary step toward peace it has 
been proposed to Spain, though this last 
proposition has not taken the shape of a de- 
mand as yet at least, that the Spanish gov- 
ernment withdraw its troops from the isl- 
and and that the Cubans be given their inde- 
pendence on a basis of indemnity that would 
de regarded as just in amount by the United 
States and other nations of the world and 
fair to both contending parties. 

The question of an armistice has not been 
agreed to by either this country or Spain, 
though there is no doubt that Spain sug- 
gested an armistice. What terms of peace 
will be acceptable to the President cannot be 
stated, but it is asserted that no proposition 
will be considered that does not involve the 
Practical, if not the actual independence of 
the Cubans. 

Under these circumstances the members 
of the administration think it only fair to 
the President that the people should wait 
with patience the result of the pending nego- 
tlations, since there is no more loyal Amer- 
ican than the President or one who will hesi- 
tate less than he when the hour for action 
bas arrived. 

France Willing to Mediate. 

There is little doubt that the French gov- 
ment is ready to tender its good offices 
88 mediator between the United States and 
Spain if any intimation is conveyed by this 
country that such offices would be accepta- 
ble. Without such intimation it is doubtful 
Whether France will take the initiative. In 
Giplomatic circles it is pointed out that the 
Interests of France, both material and sen- 
imental, favor an avoidance of war. One 
Material reason is that France is preparing 
for the international exposition, when the 
World's tide of travel will be turned toward 
the French capital. It is said that war at 
uch a time would be seriously prejudicial 
% the great project. Another material in- 
terest affecting France is that her citizens 
©Wn many Spanish securities, so that any 
Gecline resulting from war would fall large- 
ly on French capitalists. While these are 
important considerations urging France to 
vert hostilities, yet they are not of course 
Wen as could be advanced as the actual 
Sfounds for a tender of good offices. Such a 
move would be premised solely on senti- 
Mental grounds—namely: on the friendship

He Prophesies Action by Congress That 
Will Mean War Unless the President 
at Once Takes Effective Measures to 
Grant Independence to the Suffer- 
ing Cubans—Senator Gray, Also of 
the Foreign Relations Committee 
Comments on the Crisis. 


Washington, D. C., March 29.—[Special. ]— 
Senator Shelby M. Cullom, a member of the 
Foreign Relations committee, made the fol- 
lowing statement tonight: 

I don’t see how we can avold a war with 
Spain. The feeling on the floor of the Sen- 
ate is intense. It looks tonight that if the 
President does not define some policy ac- 
ceptable to Congress, it will proceed without 
him. This is a deplorable condition, and no 

one laments it more than I. A 

It looks tonight as if the Committee on 
Foreign Relations would report upon to- 
day’s resolution within a very short time,

New York, March 29.—Declines extended 
through the whole stock market today. 
Some energetic efforts were made by the 
manipulating clique to continue the boom- 
ing processes of yesterday, but that squeeze 
scemed to have exhausted itself pretty fully 
at the adjournment of yesterday’s session of 
the Stock Exchange, and today’s net changes 
are almost uniformly recessions. 

There was a sharp falling off in volume of 
business, today’s total being only about half 
of yesterday's exceptional record. Four out 
of five of the bigger traders of the street are 
now firmly planted on the bear side, though 
much effort is spent to disguise the fact. 
Upon the bull side not a single important in- 
vestment interest is in any way assertive, 
though Wall street is fairly jammed with 
traders of small callber trying to shout 
prices up—all joining in proclamations that 
President McKinley has contracted with 
Spain to keep the peace. 

Government bond rumors are becoming 
more definite. Forecasts still figure on an 
issue of $500,000,000. One effect of this ex- 
pectation showed today in a sudden rise in 
the money rate. Loans on call have been 
around 1 and 1% per cent as a fixity for 
some time past, and there has ever been the- 
orizing about a lower range to extend 
throughout the spring. This afternoon of a 
sudden the rate jumped to “8% per cent. 
Some natural influence upon the stock mar- 
ket's course was exerted by this rise in the 
price of money. 

Among important banks here there is much 
diversity of opinion as to whether tighter 
rates are immediately to be established. 
Opinion seems to be about evenly divided be- 
tween those who think that 2 per cent and 
under can continue to rule and others who 
are persuaded that today’s 3½ will be found 
really less than the average from this time 
forward.

WORK IN THE DEPARTMENT 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

Washington, D. C., March 29.—The Army 
and Navy departments continue to show 
many evidences of activity, but there is not 
that extreme energy of preparation evident 
last week. 

The Navy department made no further 
purchases of foreign shjps today, although 
the naval attachés abroad continue to make 
inspection of ships at the several large yards. 

A significant conference was held during 
the day between representatives of the War 
and Navy departments to determine whether 
New Orleans, Mobile, or Tampa was best 
adapted as a base of operations, both mili- 
tary and naval, in the event of war. The 
representative of the navy was Captain 
Barker, naval aid to Secretary Long, and for 
the army Colonel Wagner, chief of the 
Bureau of Information of the army. Their 
meeting today developed the first important 
question for their determination, that of se- 
lecting the city on the gulf most suitable in 
case of war for ready access to Cuba. The 
examination is particularly directed toward 
ascertaining the railroad facilities from all 
sections of the country leading to the points 
on the gulf named above. No determination 
has yet been reached on the subject, as it is 
but one of a number of important questions 
which this commission will investigate. 
_. Surgeon General Van Reypen of the navy 
has about completed the preliminary ar- 
rangements necessary to the fitting out and 
manning of a floating hospital ship for use 
in case of war. He has several vessels in 
mind which he believes well adapted for 
this N but none has been purchased 
as yet. | 

The formal report of the medical board 
of officers of the North Atlantic squadron 
that sat in Admiral Sicard’s case shows that 
he was suffering from what is technically 
known as chronic malaria. It was upon the 
report of this board that the Admiral was 
relieved of his command and granted six 
months’ leave of absence. 

Paymaster Ray, the financial officer of the 
Maine, reported his arrival to the Navy de- 
partment today. He is here to settle the 
accounts of the officers and men of the ves- 
sel. He will take as a basis for the settle- 
ment of all account the latest reports that 
were made by his predecessor and from them 
will determine the amount that is due to 
the officers and crew. Whatever amounts 
are found to have been due to those who lost 
their lives will be turned over to their fam- 
ilies and relatives as far as they may be 
located. Paymaster Ray had paid out about 
$1,000 during the two weeks he was aboard, 
while the remainder of his cash account, 
about $2,500, was in the safe of the ship 
when the accident occurred. As this was

ENTERS HIS POSITIVE DENIAL. 


Lieut. Ludwig Ritter von Hohrel Dis- 
credits a Report of His Speech at 
a Havana Banquet. 


New York, March 29.—[Special. I-“ What! 
Do you mean to say it is actually rep@rted 
that I, a Lieutenant in the Austrian navy, 
and merely acting commander of this ship, 
discussed the question of international re- 
lations with Captain General Blanco? I did 
rot see the Captain General, except during 
my official call at the palace, and the subject 
of Austria's attitude was never mentioned. 
I would not presume to speak of it. It would 
have been folly, utter folly in me, as a Lieu- 
tenant in the navy, to mention such a mat- 
ter. My training has taught me better. How 
can men invent such falsehoods?” 

Thus did Lieutenant Ludwig Ritter von 
Hohrel, acting commander of the Austrian 
training ship Donau, which arrived here to- 
day from Havana, deny the published ac- 
count of his alleged response to a toast at a 
Havana banquet. 

It was reported that Acting Captain 
Hohrel, in responding, proposed the health 
of the Queen Regent; spoke of the friendship 
of Austria and Spain, declared that this 
friendship must be preserved in any event, 
that Austria could never forget Maximilian, 
and that, as in the past, Austria. and Spain 
would stand together. 

The Donau came abreast Governor's Island 
at 8:55 o’clock today. The American flag 
had been run up to the main truck, and 
twenty-one guns—the national salute—was 
fired from its main battery. Hardly had the 
last gun thundered when the salute was 
answered from Castle William. 

The Donat will remain here until April 21, 
and tomorrow Acting Captain Hohrel will 
enter the ship’s launch and pay the usual 
official visits, calling at the navy yard first 
to see Rear Admiral Bunce and Captain 
Phillips of the Texas, and stopping after- 
ward at Governor’s Island to call on General 
Merritt, Colonel Worth, and others of the 
staff. He will then stop at the Battery to 
call on the Austrian Consul General. 


DETAINED BY A SPANISH SHIP.

Kingston, Jamaica, March 20.— The Amer- 
ican schooner Hester, of Pensacola, Fla., 
loaded with lumber, arrived here yesterday 
evening and its Captain reports that while 
on the voyage he was boarded by a Spanish 
gunboat, which towed the schooner into 
Casildea and detained it there for three 
days.

MOVES TO GIVE INDIA GOLD. 


House of Commons Hears a Speech in 
Which International Bimetallism 
Is Held Impossible. 


London, March 29--The House of Com- 
mons was occupied for some time today 
in a debate on the [Indian currency. Lord 
George Hamilton, Secretary of State for 
India, admitted that it would be impossible 
to reopen the mints without some interna- 
tlonal arrangement, which at present seems 
quite out of the question. 

He pointed out that nobody had blamed 
the government for declining American and 
French invitations te reopen the mints. As 
matters now stood, he believed an interna- 
tional bimetallic agreement impossible, be- 
cause France could not accept a less ratio 
than 15% to 1, which could not be secured. 
To his view it seémed impossible that any 
nation by its own unaided efforts could re- 
habilitate silver. America had made a great 
effort, but had not succeeded. He contend- 
ed that the policy introduced in India in 
1893 had fully justified itself and that to 
attempt to reverse it now would be lunacy. 

Sir ‘William Vernon Harcourt, Liberal 
leader in the House, congratulated Lord 
George Hamilton upon his monumental 
speech,“ which he (Harcourt) hoped would 
carry conviction to the President of the 
Local Government board and the first Lord 
of the Treasury. 

The House then adopted Lord George 
Hamilt6n’s motion appointing a committee 
which will have practically all the powers 
of a royal commission to inquire into the 
practicability of the Indian government's 
proposals for a gold standard. 


RUSSIA TALKS TO THE WORLD. 


Announces the Acquisition of Port 


Arthur and Ta Lien Wan as a Bene- 
fit to Universal Peace. 


St. Petersburg, March 29.—The Official 
Messenger publishes a circular which has 
been telegraphed by Count Muravieff, the 
Russian Minister of Foreign Affairs, to the 
representatives of Russia abroad. It is as 
follows: 

“ By virtue of a convention signed at Pekin 
on March 27 Port Arthur and the Port of Ta 
Lien Wan and the territories adjacent have 
been ceded to Russia in usufruct by China. 
You are requested to notify the government 
whereto you are accredited, adding that the 
above mentioned ports and territories will be 
immediatély occupied by Russian troops, 
and that the Russian flag will be hoisted by 
the side of the Chinese flag. 

“You may at the same time inform the 
Foreign Minister that the Port of Ta Lien 
Wan will be open to foreign trade, and tha: 
the largest measure of hospitality will be ex- 
tended to the ships of all friendly nations.”’ 


An official communication issued to the 


press adds: 
“The cessions are for twenty-five years, 


but may be extended later by common ac- 


cord. Further, China has conceded the right

Biography of Judge Goggin. 
James Goggin was born near the City of 
Cork, Ireland, fifty-six years ago. His 
father was a small tradesman, who came 
to this country with his wife and five chil- 
Aren in 1844. The family settled at Spring- 
field, III., where the father started business 
As a grocer. James, the only son, was edu- 
cated in the public schools at Springfield 
and made a record as a thorough student. 
His leanings were toward the law, and 
after his graduation. from the Springfield 
high school he attended the University of 
Michigan Law School at Ann Arbor. After 
the completion of the course there he came 
fo Chicago and entered the office of E. 8. 


Smith, then a well-known lawyer, where he 
studied several months. He was admitted 
to the Cook County bar in 1866, and from 
that time until his election as Judge he con- 
tinued to practice law. 

As a young lawyer he continued his 
studious habits and formed the sound basis 
which gave stability to his somewhat un- 
usual decisions as a Judge. About 1876 he 
formed a business partnership with Benja- 
min Shaffner, who had been his school- 
gnate at Springfield, and the two secured an 
pption on the southeast corner of State and 
Adams streets. Upon this property they 
erected a building. It was destroyed by 
fire, and in the hard times-which followed 
they were unable to meet their notes and 
they lost the property. 


* Law Practice Not Large. 


In the meantime his law business was 
good, but neither large nor sensational. He 
occupied offices for several years with the 
late Frank Scales, which was broken upon 
the latter’s election as County Judge. Ex- 
Judge Egbert Jamieson, Attorney Winslow, 
and others were also associated with him 

in suites of offices at various times. He was 
associated with many well-known men in 
intimate friendships, and at the time of the 
trial of Alexander Sullivan he gave several 
hundred dollars to the fund for his defeuse. 

In 1871 he was made a member of the first 

Board of Education appointed under the new 
law. He resigned before his term expired to 
accept the position of attorney to the board. 

His father came to Chicago to live with 
him shortly after he began practice, his 
mother having died while he was yet a small 
child, and with him came three sisters. One 
of these married James Brown, and since 
the death of the father about fifteen 
years ago his sister Catherine has been 
the housekeeper of the family home. An- 
other sister, Margaret, the youngest, entered 
the sisterhcad of one of the societies of the 
Catholic Church. The others of the family 
live at 408 Superior street. 


Judge Goggin was a man of strong beliefs 


and many peculiarities. He went out but 
little among men and confined his acquaint- 


ance to a few intimates. He was a member | 


of no secret societies, and, although a thor- 
ough Irishman, he took no part in the pa- 
triotie movements of his countrymen and 
did not believe in their societies. He was 
drought up as a Catholic. 7 
Pecullar is the only word by which the char- 
acter ot James Goggin could be described. 
He was well read and was an authority 
among his fellows upon all subjects of Eng- 
lish literature. He never married, and 
seemed to find all the enjoyment he desired 
in the company of the little group of friends 
with whom he consorted. He was a hearty 
but a plain liver and his was con- 
aned to light wines.

Inspector of Police Praises the Sound- 
ness of the Jurist’s Decisions—Re- 
calls Some Peculiarities. 


“T knew Judge Goggin well,“ said In- 
spector John D. Shea yesterday, and a 
more careful or conscientious man never 
sat on the criminal bench. It is true that 
he was always inclined to give the prisoner 
just a little bit the best of it as against, 
the officer, but at the same time he was 
always pretty sound on the law question 
involved. : | 

When I was at the head of the Detective 
bureau I had a dozen important cases be- 
fore Judge Goggin, and in more than half 
of them I was defeated and my prisoner 
set free. At the same time Judge Goggin 
and I were the most intimate friends, in- 
deed we were very chummy, often dined 
together and frequently spent the evening 
in each other’s company, yet whenever one 
of my men brought a prisoner before him 
Judge Goggin was sure to treat my officer 
as the criminal and the prisoner as a much 
abused man. 

He had queer ideas about policemen and 
seemed to labor under the impression that

Oriole Provokes the i Southern

GENERAL .ROW RESULTS. 


Savannah, Ga., March 29.—[Special.]—A 
fierce fist fight, followed by a free-for-al.

Story of the Wreck. 


While the train was speeding down grade 
approaching the Little Kickapoo River, now 
gwollen by the floods, the tender was de- 
railed 200 feet from the bridge. The air 
brakes were applied, but the tender was 
dragged across the trestle, smashing the 
stringers. The tender got across, followed 
by the baggage car and the three coaches. 

Just as the last coach left the bridge the 
tender rolled down the twenty foot embank- 
ment into the ditch, followed by all the 
cars. The coaches rolled over and over, 
landing bottom up, and all badly smashed. 
The passengers were hurled headlong and 
rolled under the seats, screaming and shriek- 
Ing. Many were pinned down by the wreck- 
age. Nearly every one was cut or bruised 
and bleeding. Fortunately, the cars did not 
take fire. 

The trainmen were not badly hurt. Farm- 
ers ran from the adjoining fields and aided 
the trainmen and the few uninjured passen- 
gers in rescuing the disabled p aa and 
women. Those most badly hurt were car- 
ried to neighboring farmhouses. Telephone 
messages were sent to this cify and a 
Switch engine with seven surgeons went out 
to the wreck.. Fully 5,000 people visited the 
scene, and wild excitement reigned at Bloom- 
ington over a report that a score had been 
killed. The bridge was demolished and the 
traffle of the line completely suspended. 

General Manager Bernard says that the 
cause of the accident, as near as can be 
ascertained, was the sinking of the track, the 
heavy rains having greatly weakened the 
roadbed.

REBUKES IRISHMEN OF CHICAGO 


John Daly, Irish Patriot, Points to 
Empty Seats as an Evidence of 
Their Apathy. 


John Daly, the Irish patriot, who was re- 
cently a political prisoner, lectured at Cen- 
tral Music Hall last night on the horrors of 
English prison life. In opening his address 
he took occasion to rebuke the Irishmen of 
Chicago for their lack of devotion to the 
cause, as evinced by the large number of 
empty seats. He said: 

There are vacant seats here tonight, and 
it may be they represent the indifference of 
the Western republic. If this is true it is 
well to have it known that there may be no 
misrepresentation. It seems there is but 
little liking for the story of my suffering 
when there is politics in the wind and jobs 
to be won at the polls.

Work in Wabash Avenue. 


Wagon loads of iron posts for trolley wires 
were unloaded in Wabash avenue and State 
gtreet between Van Buren and Twenty-sec- 
ond streets during the day, and a force of 
workmen began digging holes for their re- 
ception. The work was under a permit is- 
gued to the Chicago City railway company 
to construct trolley lines in the two thor4 
oughfares for the electric cars now being 
operated in Clark street, pending the eleva- 
tion of the St. Charles Air Line tracks.

Robbery is the suspected motive. 

The police claim they have carefully fol-

to have taken late Saturday night, visiting 
every place he claims to have stopped at, 
and are convinced the man has not told 
the truth.

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DUNKARDS FOR THE DAKOTAS. 


Large Colony from the East Passes 
Through Chicago En Route to 
the Cando District. 


Two thousand Dunkards passed through 
Chicago yesterday under the direction of 
Max Bass of the Great Northern railway 
en route to the colonies which he has 
founded in North Dakota. They arrived on 
both special? and regular trains from points 
in Pennsylvania, West Virginia, Virginia, 
Maryland, Ohio, Illinois, Indiana, and Mich- 
igan all through the day, and left last night 
on three specials over the Wisconsin Cen- 
tral. At St. Paul they will be joined by a 
thousand more of their sect, who are on the 
way from Western States. Their destina- 
tion is the Cando district of North Dakota, 
where they will take up government land 
for farming purposes. 

The strange looking people were about the 
city during the afternoon. The men wore 
their long beards, with clean shaven upper 
lips, broad black hats, and black clothes, 
and the women plain dark dresses wiih black 
poke bonnets. They were strange and 
picturesque figures in the down-town crowds, 
and almost every passer-by turned and 
stared after them. 

Between Jan. 1 and Oct. 6, 1897, 2,368 
claims were filed by these tolonists on 
North Dakota land, anq in the last four 
years fully 10,000 of them have removed 
from the crowded agricultural districts of 
the céntral States to the more open country 
of the Dakotas, where they are able to find 
land ‘for their grown up families. They are 
taking their customs and their religious be- 
lief with them, and cutting a settlement for 
themselves out of the wilderness.

Washington, D. C., March 29.—Interest in 
the Cuban situation—the interest might al- 


most be termed eXcitement, so intense was 


it—reached a climax im the proceedings of 
the Senate today. 

As on previous days of discussion of the 
Cuban question, thousands of people flocked 
to the Capitol, only a few of whom com- 
paratively could gain admission to the 


galleries.

Within five minutes after the Senate con- 


vened Mr: Allen of Nebraska introduced a 
resolution recognizing the independence of 


the Cuban Republic. This was followed by | 


a resolution proposed by Mr. Rawlins of 
Utah declaring war against the Kingdom of 


Spain. 
Mr. W of Ohio then introduced a res- 


olution declaring for such intervention in 
the Cuban war as would bring about the 
independence of the Cubans. Following this 
came a resolution by Mr. Frye of Maine 
demanding that Cuba be made free. 

The resolutions followed one another so 
rapidly as almost to stun the auditors, both 
Senators and spectators. The galleries were 
in a commotion and the people were pre- 

for anything. 
3 was — condition when the Vice 
President recognized Mr. Mason of Illinois 
for his announced speech on the President's 
message transmitting to Congress the find- 
ings of the Maine court of inquiry. Mr. 
Mason read his speech from manuscript, but 


it was delivered with all the vigor and fire | 


of which he is capable. Theintensity of the 
feeling of those in the galleries was evi- 
denced by the storm of applause which was 
elicited by his declaration that he was for 
war.

passed seventy-four private pension bills, 


and followed this order with eulogies on the 
late Senator Earle of South Carolina, one of 
the most remarkable of which was pro- 
nounced by Mr. Tillman, a long-time polit- 
ical opponent of General Earle. 


Developments of the Day. 

Mr. Morrill [Vt.], from the Finance com- 
mittee, reported a joint resolution providing 
for the importation, free of duty, of military 
supplies secured abroad into the United 
States, and asked for its immediate consid- 
eration. It was passed. 

Several joint resolutions bearing upon the 
Cuban question were then introduced, each 
one containing a lively sensation as it was 
read. 

The first was by Mr. Allen [Nebd.]: Mr. 
Allen’s resolution was, at his request, laid 
on the table. | 

A declaration of war was next introduced 
by Mr. Rawlins [Utah]. 

As Foraker [Ohio] then presented a reso- 
lution recognizing the independence of Cuba 
and favoring armed intervention, Mr. For- 
aker asked that the resolution go to the For- 
eign Relations committee. He said that his 
resolution had been long delayed. He had in- 


tended, he said, to present it at the opening 


of the session, last December, but he had 
withheld it at that time because of the 
tenor of the President’s message. That 
message, he said, gave promise that within 
a reasonable time definite and decisive action 
would be taken by the administration so 
goon as autonomy should be given a fair 
trial. A reasonable time seems now to have 
N The people of the country realize 


that all necessary time has been given Spain 
to bring peace to the stricken island. Au- 


tonomy, Mr. Foraker declared, had abso- 
lutely failed, but just as its failure was real- 
ized the country was confronted by the De 
Lome incident. Scarcely had the excitement 
created by this subsided when what has been 
styled the Maine incident’’ threw the 
country into a hurricane of excitement. 
Since that time, said the Senator, we have 
been awaiting patiently and under restraint 
for the report of the board of inquiry.

received practically no attention from this 
government until some of the members of 
this body. visited the scenes of death and 
distress and brought back to the United 
States their words of honor that no picture 
had been drawn by the press that fully stat- 
ed the horrors of the situation. 


Insulted by Stock Brokers. 

“Then the gentlemen and newspapers 
who had pretended at least to discredit those 
statements in this body began to talk about 
it as tnough it was a new discovery, when 
within ninety miles of our shores for two 
years they had continued to murder women 
and children. When, nearly a year ago, I 
called attention to the situation, as given at 
that time, and since corrobrated by four of 
our colleagues upon this fioor from personal 
observation, the statement was received with 
sneers by many of my colleagues, and I had 
the pleasure of being insulted over the wire 
by stock brokers and scalpers in the markets. 

“ For two years the process of imprison-

-tion- has proceeded, yet any one who dared 
to call attention to the fact has had to with- 
stand the assaults of those controlling the 
press, who denied in their editorial columns 
the nets they printed in their news columns.

“I am not complaining, I am not criticis- 
ing; there is no other such record in all the 
history of the world. I only repeat this 
humiliating statement to call attention to 
the fact that every effort that has been made’ 
by the President has been construed by Spain 
to be an act of cowardice and absolute and 
conclusive evidence that we are afraid of 
that mighty power; and every such act of 
careful consideration on our part has made 
Spain more cruel to her own people and 
more insulting to us.“ 5 

Destruction of the Maine. 

Mr. Mason then turned his attention to 
the destruction of the Maine. 

“The battleship Maine, our gallant ship, 
went down and 268 of our gallant eitizen 
sailors with her. At the time, every citi- 
zen of the United States, familiar. with 
the Spanish character, felt confident it 
was Spanish treachery.. Our ship was there 
by right of custom, of tendered hospitality, 
and also by treaty contract she had an 
absolute right to be there. The day closed 
and she rode the harbor a messenger of 
peace. No message had beer sent by our 
Executive inconsistent with the national 
honor of Spain. Our only offer was to try 
and restore peace, alike honorable to all. 
Our Treasury had been opened to feed our 
people. Definite plans were not even sug- 
gested by the President, fearing to in- 
jure our relations with Spain. Spain could 
not conquer her own insurgents. Had we 

n a grasping nation we could any time 
within two years have made aggressive 
and forcible annexation, taking advantage 
of the crimes of Spain and the misfortune 
of Cuba. 

The night came on, a dark, a gloomy 
night, natural and proper time for Spanish 
bravery. Our men were asleep in a friend- 
ly harbor, they were never challenged to 
try their courage. They were not whipped 
in honorable battle, but chocked, burned, 
strangled, and drowned without a chance 


to say a prayer. In the twinkling of an/ 
eye they stood in the presence of the 
Maker. Suppose ninety of them had 
United States Senators, suppose the 1— 
ance had been members of Congress, or 
made up of Judges or leading professional 
and business men, would forty days have 
elapsed before war began? Orsuppose each 
Senator had a son or a father there? Do 
we tell our children the truth when we 
say that the life of every American citi- 
zen is of equal value before the law? They 
were not Senators, they were sailors. Their 
widows and orphans cry aloud tp us, the 
soft appeal of 268 seamen comes to us 
again and again, saying, that ‘ we are flesh 
of your flesh, bone of your bone, and blood 
of your blood; we loved and died for the 
flag that shields you.’ What ts to be our 


answer? Shall we answer, with money? 


Mr. President, I speak only for my- 
self, and I am for war. [Appla in the 


galleries.) 
“But gentlemen may say: Don't say 


vou are for war—say that you are for armed 


intervention, which means war.’ I believe 
in calling things by their right names. If 
we believe that murdering our men, sink- 
ing our ship, and lowering our flag is 
not cause for war, say so, and refer it, as 
they did the Virginius affair, and allow 
our brothers to be sold like stock for gold. 
If it is a cause for war, let us assume the 
responsibility put upon us by the constitu- 
tion, and say so, not oui to Spain, but to 
the whole world. Let us not say one thing 
and mean another. For God's sake let us 
not Spanishize our dfplomacies, but rather 
speak the truth and prove ourselves true 
disciples of James CG. Blaine.

back wages of the Spanish soldiers who 
ravished their wives and daughters? Never, 
by any vote of mine. 

Some tell us we must wait for Spanish 
elections. If her elections are as rotten as 
her diplomacies we cannot walt. It is 
claimed that if we will wait until the Span- 
ish elections Sagasta will give all conces- 
sions. Are we to be fooled twice with the 
same trick? Is De Lome so soon forgotten? 
Some tell us we are not prepared. When 
shall we be better prepared? Will it be 
when the Spanish torpedo fiotilla has 
crossed the water and rests complacently on 
her base of supplies within five or six hours’ 
distance of our fleet? We know now offi- 
cially what we have believed for forty days. 
Shall we wait until she can destroy more 
of our ships and men?

In paying a brilliant tribute 
to the late Senator Mr. Tillman said he felt 
that if he failed to pay it the history of the 
fame and virtues of General Earle would 
lack the important testimony which he alone 
could give. 

Mr. Tillman then reviewed what he said 
was one of the most remarkable political 
campaigns ever waged—that for the Guber- 
natorial nomination in the Palmetto State 
in 1890, in which he and General Earle were 
rival candidates. In that campaign the re- 
form movement headed by Mr. Tillman was 
successful, General Earle carrying only four 
of the thirty-five counties of the State. Dur- 
ing that campaign General Earle won the 
admiration of all by the intrepidity and dis- 
tinguished ability with which he conducted 
himself and paved the way to his subsequent 
election to the Senate. In conclusion Mr. 
Tillman said that, while his might not be 
the highest tribute that could be paid to 
General Earle, none could be more sincere 
and heartfelt.

There is no dock which is in condition 
to receive this vessel, which is now at Hamp- 
ton Roads; and orders have been given to 
send the navy divers down to scrape the 
hull. This is a slow and not altogether sat- 
isfactory process, but it will relieve the ship. 
The accumulation of marine growth on the 
hull of the Massachusetts renders that ves- 
sel practically unfit for naval operations. 
There has been a gradual diminution of 
speed from the sixteen knots which the ves- 
sel is ordinarily able to steam without 
trouble to ten knots, at which rate the six- 
teen-knot amount of coal is consumed.

There has been a small decrease in the 
speed, rendering the vessel a cumbersome 
object to handle in maneuvers and the easy 
prey of even a disabled torpedo boat. The 
repairs to the battieship Texas, which has 
been sent to the Brooklyn navy yard for 
docking and cleaning, indicate that there 
are other defects which will engage the at- 
tention of the experts. It was given out in 
the department that the principal difficulty 
was with the ammunition hoists, which 


could not be used except with the guns in 
one position. Orders were given to remedy 
this and render the ammunition facilities of 
the ship of greater avallability. It now ap- 
pears from the reports received that the 
hull of the vessel has been injured asa result 
of the contact of the ship with a coral reef 
near Dry Tortugas. The vessel was extri- 
cated from its perilous position without 


trouble, so far as the department knew at 
the time, and the hurried examination then 
held did not indicate that the injuries were 
extensive. It was reported that there were 
no leaks, and it was accepted by the Wash- 
ington authorities that no damage was sus- 
tained to the ship. It will be necessary t» 
expend probably $10,000 in repairs to the hull 
of the Texas. Someof the plates are report- 
ed as loosened, and that many of them are 
badly dented. This condition furnishes a 
rough surface.which encourages marine 
growth and interference with the speed or 
the ship.

condition, and not only must the guns be in

ceased Union soldier in Louisiana, as evi- 
dence that the war is over.“ And yet the 
same paper chooses to make an ungenerous 
thrust at General Longstreet in view of his 
willingness to lead his old comrades in arms 
to the nation’s defense against the Span- 
lards, on the ground that had he “ obeyed 
Lee’s orders and led his comrades to the 
support of Pickett at Gettysburg that battle 
might have ended differently.” It seems 
that General Longstreet is never to be for- 
given because he saw that “ the war is Over 
long before some of his former companions 
in arms anid has comported himself as a 
consistent patriot ever since. 


THE CRISIS. 
The message of President McKinley, ac- 


comparying the report of the uaval court 
of inquiry, was unquestionably a distinct 
disappointment to Congress and the people, 
as well as to the army and navy officers, iu 
that it failed to lay down any policy, make 
any recommendation, or express any opinion 
save the unpalatable one that Spanish honor 
and justice may be relied upon to settle 
all questions of responsibility and repara- 
tion. It is the President’s duty, under the 
constitution, to send to Congress from 
time to time information of the state of 
the union,” but for weeks and months he 
has given it only vague intimations and m- 
definite hints. Congress cannot support 
the President until he shall indicate a 
policy to be acted upon. Meanwhile, it he 
does not come to some decision soon Con- 
gress must act for itself. As one of the mem- 
bers of the Foreign Affairs committee said: 
“We would like to support him in some- 
thing definite, but we cannot stand by and 
see steps taken when we do not know what 
is to follow.” 

So far as the destruction of the Maine 
is concerned it is unquestionably the opinion 
both in and out of Congress that the bat- 
tleship was destroyed by a Spanish mine 
and that the mine was not placed or operat- 
ed by an individual. There will be general 
sympathy with the statement of Repre- 
sentative Belknap that mines in a harbur 
are under the control of the authorities in 
charge of that harbor, and that the loca- 
tion of such mines is officially known only 
to them.” Cranks cannot buy mines or 
carry them in their pockets. Mines are 
part of the material of war and the product 
of ordnance departments, and it will be im- 
possible to make any American believe that 
this particular mine was not planted in 
Havana harbor for the particular purpose 
it so disastrously accomplished. To that 
extent the blowing up of the Maine was 
a hostile act on the part of Spain against 
the United States for which that country 
must make ample repuration and apology. 

The account with Spain, however, will not 
be settled by indemnification fer the loss 
of the Maine. The whole country will wait 
‘with intense eagerness for the forthcom- 
ing message of the President upon the 
general subject of Spahish relations to 
Cuba. The people of the United States 
hope that he will firmly and vigor- 
ously demand of Spain the independence 
of Cuba, leaving all questions of feeding 
reconcentrados and of indemnity for losses 
to be settled subsequently. They will 
never be satisfied with anything less than 
the freedom of the Cubans, and they will 
demand that this result shall not be left 
to the Spanish sense of honor and justice, 
They will insist that this government shall 
accomplish this result at once, even if 
it hag to resort to armed intervention. They 
have no objection to the President's recom- 
mendation for an appropriation, provided it 
is accompanied by the recognition of in- 
dependence, and if it is not then Congress 
,should amend an appropriation resolution 
by declaring the independence of Cuba. 
Pending this declaration, there is no cal! 
for legislation growing out of the report 
of the court of inquiry. There is equally 
no call for legislation upon any proposition 
which does not include the absolute inde- 
pendence of Cuba and the expulsion of 
Spain from this continent. The people 
want no peace of convenience or profit, no 
temporizing, no policy towards Spain which 
admits of a doubt. If the President is not 
ready to take this position at once Con- 
gress is and it should take control of the 
situation. 


THE SPANISH REPORT A TRAVESTY. 

The so-called report of the Spanish Naval 
commission on the destruction of the Maine 
is a weak and perfunctory attempt to cover 
up the truth. The fact that its conclusions 
are exactly opposite to those reached by the 
United States court of inquiry indicates 
nothing except that the Sagasta government 
wished such conclusions to be reached by 
its naval commission. The Spanish com- 
missioners accordingly sailed around the 
gnarled wreck of the battleship, looked at 
the top of it, took a little testimony from 
alleged experts who had the right kind of 
testimony to give, and formulated a report 
to suit the home government. If it were 
not for its official nature it would be de- 
serving of no attention whatever. 

In making the impudent assertion that 
the Maine was destroyed solely by an in- 
ternal explosion the report merely adds in- 
sult to unutterable injury. It condemns 
itself on its very face by admitting that the 
commissioners have had no access, by divers 
of their own, to the interior or under side 
of the wreck—the only portions affording 
any evidence whatever upon the vital point. 
They have brazenly set up their unsupport- 
ed word against the definite and detailed 
testimony of the American divers and eye- 
witnesses of the catastrophe. In place of 
proofs they proffer only the weak excuse 
that “absolute respect for the extra-terri- 
torial rights of the Maine “ has kept them 
from securing any evidence to support their 
assertions. To this is hitched a slur against 
our government for not allowing the Span- 
ish and American commissioners to co- 
operate in the inquiry. 

Take away the thinly veiled abuse and 
the unsupported assertions of the Spanish 
report and nothing of the slightest weight 
remains. It is urged that no colamn of 
water was thrown into the air; it is not 
mentioned that the Maine itself, being over 
the mine, was itself bodily lifted several 
feet into the air. Stress is laid on the fact 
that no dead fish were found in the harbor 
after the accident; it is not mentioned that 
fish would be just as likely to be killed by 
an explosion blowing out the side of the 
vessel as by one blowing its bottom in. 

The Spanish report says that an exami- 
nation of the bottom of the harbor around 
the sides of the wreck shows no traces of 
the action ofatorpedo. Against this stands 
the testimony of Gunner's Mate Smith, an 
expert diver, who found in the bottom of 


| the harbor just beneath the keel a hole 


* 


about seven feet deep and seven feet in 
diameter. 

Opposed to the Spaniards’ assertion that 
the sides of the Maine were bent outward 
stands the evidence of this sume diver, sup- 
ported by that of many others, establishing 
beyond dispute “that abreast of the six- 
inch shellroom the whole side of the ship 
‘has disappeared from the harbor bed to 
water line, and the edges of the rent are 
turned inward.” The floor of this shell- 
room tells ‘the same story. The jagged 
edges of the steel floor are turned upy The 
shattered edges of the cement beneath the 
steel are also bent upward. The commis- 
sion states in its official summary that the 
“outside bottom plating is bent into a re- 
versed V shape, with the indenta tion coming 
from underneath. The keelson is broken 
in two and the keel is bent upward in the 
same V shape, and both lie at the present 
moment over thirty feet higher than would 
be the case if the vessel had sunk in its 
natural shape. These are merely some of 
the salient points of the great mass of ex- 
pert evidence settling without the shadow 
of a doubt that the Maine was the victim of 
a submerged mine, placed with fiendish pre- 
cision under the port bow. 

The action of the Spanish commission in 
trying to face down the damning facts in 
the case is tantamount to a deliberate at- 
tempt to cover up known guilt, The re- 
port is worse than no report at all to just 
the same extent as guilty falsehood is worse 
than guilty silence. To what extent the 
Havana authorities were cognizant of the 
‘murderous mine over which the Maine was 
moored may never be known. For the 
honor of the human race it is to be hoped 
the secret was shared by few. But the im- 
pression is unavoidable that the deliberate 
intention of the Spanish commission of 
alleged inquiry has been to cover suspicion 
in so far as sweeping denials of everything 
—facts included—could accomplish that end. 
Neither courtesy nor common sense will re- 
quire that the President or Congress should 
waste a hesitating moment over this diplo- 
matic mixture of insult and mendacity sub- 
mitted by the Spanish government in the 
guise of an official report. 


SERVILITY GUIDED BY INEXPERIENCE. 

Sometimes men who believe it is their 
“mission” to be editors break into the 
newspaper business. They lack experience 
and capacity, but they have boundless vani- 
ty and a cheerful conviction that they 
know evérything. Sooner or later these un- 
trained editors find that their omniscience 
does not go far enough to make their papers 
pay. They glide into debt and under the 
influence of creditors. The latter are 
alarmed at the prospect of war, for they 
think it may interfere with their cent per 
cent and lessen the value of their security. 
Thereupon the indebted editors are ordered 
peremptorily to be for peace, no matter how 
just the cause of war may be. 

Consequently the papers they control pick 
out the most peaceful party leader they can 
find and make adherence to his policies the 
text of party orthodoxy. The independent 
journal, which thinks and speaks for itself, 
uninfluenced by stock markets or timid cred- 
itors, is called“ disloyal.” 

Tue Trisune has been often abused by 
unsuccessful rivals during the half century 
of its existence, but it has survived the at- 
tacks and will outlive the assailapts. It has 
never been muzzled by creditors or die- 
tated to by speculators. It has capacity 
to form opinions and independence enough 
to express them, even though they sound 
harshly in the ears of timorous “ party lead- 
ers or subservient editors. 

The mercenary press, which in a humble 
way represents the views of the rich and 
attempts to impose them upon the public 
out of gratitude or servility, soon ceases to 
have influence and does not long survive, 
but while it lasts it is a reproach to jour- 
nalism’ The corporations, the syndicates, 
the trusts may control some of the news- 
papers, but they cannot control all of them. 
They cannot control Tae Trisune, and 
they know it. We leave to other papers 
the congenial duty of speaking for 
them. THe TRIBUNE proposes to speak 
for itself and for the people, and it 
cannot be bought, or bullied, or coaxed into 
representing any other constituency, If 
there is any journal in Chicago which 
wishes to toady the classes” at the ex- 
pense of “the masses” it may indulge its 
fancy. Tue TRIBUNE chooses to remem- 
ber that such journals—

A breath can make them, as a breath has made. 


The dignity and honor of journalism re- 
quire that a newspaper which hopes to keep 


people shall stand erect and hold to its 
own convictions without prompting from 
without. It should not take its orders from 
New York or Washington. It should not 
have its editorial policy dictated to it by 
the ticker. If it is to have any useful or 
prolonged existence it must stand by its 
convictions of duty and-express them fear- 
lessly, with an abiding confidence that the 
support of the plain people is much to be 
preferred to the approval of the select 
_ few, however rich or powerful they may be. 


THE CARPENTERS MAY STRIKE. 

On the Ist of April the agreement made 
last year between the Carpenters’ union 
and the contractors will come to an end. 
It & new agreement cannot be made for 
the ensuing year there will be a strike which 
will throw about 5,000 carpenters out of 
work at once. If the strike should be a 
protracted one all the building trades will 
suffer. 

The Carpenters and Builders’ association 
has offered to increase the pay of the 
carpenters 2% cents an hour, which is 
about half the advance they ask for, pro- 
vided the union will agree that its mem- 
bers shall not work for any contractor 
who is not a member of the association. 

The object of the association is plain 

enough. It believes in reciprocity. If its 
members are allowed to use only union 
labor, it does not see why competing con- 
tractors, not members of the association, 
should be allowed to use union or non-union 
labor as suits their convenience. If the 
association is to be confined to one kind 
of labor it thinks it should have the 
‘monopoly of it. 
But for some unexplained reason the 
walking delegates will not listen to this 
proposition. They are at the head of what 
may be called a labor “combine.” They 
are endeavoring to control the labor mar- 
ket and deprive of work all men who do 
not belong to their union or some other 
union. The employers have formed a little 
“combine” and would like to make an ar- 
rangement which will give them a decided 
advantage over those who do not belong 
to it, 

Apparently the walking delegates are of 
the opinion that only workingmen have 
a right to organize unions. Therefore. 
while they demand that employers must 
hire only union workmen they insist that

PLUTOCRACY OR DEMOCRACY—WHICH* 
At the dinner given by the New York 

Republican club on last Saturday night 

Chauncey M. Depew announced that 

There is no nation of Europe that can go to war 
without the consent of the bankers but Great 
Britain. England and the United States could 
raise money to fight. 0 8 

This is too strong a statement. It shouid 
be modified so as to read that probably 
no Buropean nation save England can 
carry on a, long war without the aid of 
the bankers, Sudden waves of emotion 
or passion sweep nations into war somc- 
times without their ‘having obtained, the 
consent of the bankers. When nations get 
enraged they forget their possible lack of 
money and remember only that they have 
arms. Greece did not wait for the con- 
s nt of the bankers last year to attack 
Turkey. 

There is no question, however, that bank- 
ers in Europe and in America are, as a 
elass, in favor of peace aud exert an in- 
fluence which is always strong and some- 
times decisive against war. They look on 
war as they do on a panic—a disgusting, 
inexcusable interference with their profits 


all hazards. They regret such“ incidents ” 
as the destruction of the Maine, the swift 
murder of 200 American seamen, and the 
slow murder of a quarter of a million 
of Cubans. But they object to going to war 
on account of such “ incidents” because 
war “unsettles values and adds to the 
hazards of banking. 

The pacific tendencies of the bankers are 
strengthened by the fact that among their 
largest customers are the speculators on 
the stock market. In October last the loans 
of the national banks of New York City 
amounted to 408 millions. Of that total 
only 183 millions was on mercantile paper. 
The remaining 225 millions was on stocks, 
bonds, and other personal security. Similar 
loans made by State and private banks, 
trust companies, etc., amounted to about 
175 millions. 

It is easy to understand why the condi- 
tion of the stock market assumes so much 
importance in the eyes of bankers and why 
they should use all means in their power to 
prevent anything being done which wil! 
have a tendency to unsettle it. The bank- 
ers, while not speculators themselves, find 
in the speculative classes their best cus- 
tomers. 

There is no doubt that the influence 
of the moneyed class has been exerted 
against war, and thus far. with success, 
The bankers have persuaded by their 
reasons or affected by their fears the manu- 
facturers, merchants, and other business- 
men who are constantly borrowing from 
them. The combined influence of all these 
classes must be great. The influence of 
the sugar trust alone has often ruled Con- 
gress. But it would be unpatriotic to as- 
sume that the banking influence can post- 
pone war indefinitely or that the Ameri- 


the consent of 9 per cent of their number. 
It may be as is alleged that that 9 per 
cent of the people own over 75 per cent 
of the wealth of the country, but the 
United States is not a plutocracy as yet. 
It is still a democracy, - 

If, after all the preparations for war, 
there should be no war, then it will have 
to be assimed that the battle flags were 
not unfurled because the consent of the 
bankers could not be obtained. That will 
mean a transfer of power from the hands 
of the people to those of the moneyed 
classes. The latter will have the sword as 
well as the purse. How long the 9 per 
cent will be able to control the 91 per 
cent in the United States cannot positively 
be said. The self-ordained rulers of the 
people are taking an enormous risk and 
a great responsibility in attempting to 
“bottle up” not only Congress but the 
voters whose representatives constitute 
Congress. The plutocrats are themselves 
sitting on the safety valve. If the people 
get away from them on this proposition 
they may break loose on others. 


DEATH OF ANTON SEIDL. 
The sudden death of Anton Seidl, the 


York on Monday night, is a distinct loss to 
music in this country. Few leaders were 
better known or more popular, and in cer- 
tain directions his services were of the high- 
est educational value. 

Mr. Seidl died in the very prime of his 
manhood, being but 48 years of age. The 
first twenty years of his life were spent in 
study at Leipsic and Buda-Pesth. In the 
latter city he devoted himself to the study 
of conducting under Richter and thus be- 
gan his preparation for work in which he 
was destined to rise to distinction. Those 
preparations were perfected at Baireuth, 
where, as the secretary and assistant of 
Richard Wagner in the production of the 
tetralogy of the Nibelungen music dramas, 
he had large experience and the invaluable 
assistance of the composer in the study and 
interpretation of those master works. Af- 
ter leaving Baireuth he filled various posi- 
tions as conductor in European capitals and 
director of opera-houses which rapidly 
| brought him into prominence. His fame 
spread to this country and in 1888 he was 
invited to take charge of the Metropolitan 
Opera-House in New York. He accepted 
the proposition of the management and 
brought with him the strongest German 
troupe this country has ever had, iucluding 
such artists as Lilli Léhmann, Brandt, Al- 
vary, Fischer, Niemann, and others, with 
a fine orchestra and chorus. He may be 
credited with having introduced the Wag- 
nerian operas to this country, for which 
Theodore Thomas had been preparing the 
way by his splendid orchestral perform- 
ances of the more prominent numbers. In 
this he was greatly aided by his long and 
intimate association with Wagner and his 
expert knowledge of the latter’s ideas and 
methods. His success induced him to de- 
cide to remain in this country, and for the 
last ten years he has been busily engaged 
in conducting operas and giving orchestral 
concerts, mainly in New York. He refused 
many tempting offers to go abroad, his last 
refusal being but a short time before his 
death, when he elected to take the con- 
ductorship of the permanent orchestra con- 
templated in that city in place of going to 
Germany, where a highly honorable and 
remunerative position was offered to him. 

It is not to be inferred that Mr. Seidl’s 
service for music was confined to the Wag- 
ner music drama. \He made incursions into 
many fields and was highly popular as an 
orchestral concert conductor and as 3

CO-OPERATING AGAINST BIG STORES. 

The small merchants of this oy applied 
to the General Assembly for legislation 
against those department stores which are 
a thorn in the flesh. The Legislature did 
The Council passed an ordinance 
to help out some of the small dealers, but it 
does not seem to have b pefited them. 

So the opponents of the department stores 
have made up their minds to cod te and 
undersell those stores. They cantemplate 
the opening of a down-town store which 
will be supplied with goods by the codperat- 
ing merchants, each of whom is to get a 
percentage of profits from all sales to cus- 
tomers living in his district. 

This codperative project may not work as 
well as its promoters believe, but it recug- 
nizes the fact that the only way to compete 
with the department stores is to hold out as 
many inducements to customers as they do 
to sell goods of equal quality on equally 
good or even better terms. 

The department stores have prospered, 
in spite of their heavy expenses, because 
they have sold goods for lower prices than 
their smaller competitors. That has nat- 
urally drawn custom to them. People have 
no sense of “loyalty” to a neighborhood 
store. They go where they can get articles 
for the least money and without t much 
inconvenience, 


If the small dealers can codperate success- 


their own down-town, and can manage it 
with as much business ability as has been 
displayed by the persons in charge of most 
of those stores, the new establishment will 
get its fair share of trade and those inter- 
ested in it will make money, 


| THE ICE TRUST. 

The Chicago ice companies, with one ex- 
ception, propose to combine, consolidate, or 
get together in some way, for the purpose of 
putting an end to competition and having 
fun with the consumers of ice. It is an- 
nounced in the case of this trust, as of 
every other trust, that the object is “ to 
curtail expenses and stop profitless compe- 
tition.” The real object is to put up prices. 

There was enough cold weather last win- 
ter to enable the companies to lay in abun- 
dant, supplies of good ice. People will be 
better able to buy ice next summer, owing 
to the better times, than has been the case 
for some years. The ice companies see an 
opportunity to make up for the reduced 
profits of late years by advancing prices and 
squeezing all they can out of the consumers. 

In case they carry out · their projected 
plans the Attorney General should study 
those plans carefully to see whether they 
run counter in any way to the anti-trust 
laws of this State. If he discovers that 
those laws are being violated he does not 
need to be told that it is his duty to begin 
suit against whoever is breaking them. 

The people of Chicago are paying tribute 
to altogether too many trusts now and they 
do not care to have the list increased. They 
are willing to pay a fair price for ice, which 
is a necessity, but they do not want to pay 
too much. They feel that the ice companies 
can stop “ profitless competition without 
extorting excessive prices.
